' —Minister of Justice Kerensky gave 
^to a representative of the Associated 
Press today a clear presentation of 
the present status of political and 
economic affairs in the country, and 
•with the aid of concrete facts, con- 
tradicted the assertions and rumors 
of alarming disorganization in the 
army and factories, generally circu- 
lated and credited in Petrograd in 
the last few weeks. 
The minister 


declared that n'ot only is the army 
better prepared and more willing to 
fight than before the revolution but 
that the factories are putting out 
more ammunition than at any pre- 
vious stage of the war. He con- 
tinued: 


"Most of the weaknesses attribut- 


ed-to the present government are the 
accumulated deficiencies of the old 
regime, whose burdens we have to 
bear. All these weaknesses 
were 


studiously concealed by the old gov- 
ernment and little was said about 
them. . In the new era of democratic 
freedom these faults 
are 
frankly 


acknowledged but they are the fruit 
of the inefficiency of the past. You 
hear stories of the tremendous num- 
ber of deserters from the froht'as it 
desertions was a" new. and unheard 
of crime in Russia. Yet, before the 
revolution 
more 
than 
1,000,000 
cases of desertion 
were 
reported 


every year. Compare .that with the 
present facts." Just after the revolu- 
tion a,number of soldiers did leave 


'. their-'positions .-and return home, but 
desertion now has ceased and tele- 
grams have been received from all 
points in Russia that large bodies 
of deserters are asking permission 
to return to the front and protect 
the country against the possibility 
of a German advance."

Washington', April 28.—America's 


unnaturalized alien

soldiers for foreign legions in the 
war with Germany, reports reaching 
the war department.indicate, if Con- 
gress passes pending legislation to 
permit allied nations to recruit their 
nationals in this country. 


Adjutant General McCain said to 


day he had received many letters 
from aliens begging opportunity to 
be of service to the United States in 
the war. Some are reservists 
of 


their own ^nations, and a large pro- 
portion have had previous military 
training. 
The government has been 


unable to deal officially with these 
offers, as unnaturalized 
foreigners 


can not be admitted to the United 
States army, nor have officials been 
able to sanction the subrosa organi- 
zation of alien residents who hope 
sventually to form military units and 
:o to European battle fronts under 
their own colors. 
The bill under 


consideration by Congress is expect- 
ed' to open the way for 
recruiting 


and training of these men.

The field of the 
new push lies 


with the ten mile front from

Scarpe to the coal city of Lens which 
the British have had under their

General Haig already had pushed 


a deep wedge into the German line 
three miles north of the Scarpe, at 
Gavrelle, and was fighting-today to 
enlarge this opening. Every yard he 
gains there is making the German 
front between that point and Lens 
more difficult to hold. 


A considerable part of the force 


of the present heavy attack seems to 
be aimed at this part of the line. At 
two points along this stretch the 
British are reported to have 
ad- 


vanced more than a mile, as far as 
Arleux and 'Oppy but definite posses- 
sion of these villages apparently was 
a question for the furious fight of 
the day to settle.

THANKFUL TO AMERICA FOR WOODEN LEG

Washington, April 2S—-Lieutenant Colonel Jean Fabry. Marshal Jof- 


fre's chief of staff, attracted almost as much attention in the streets of 
Washington today as his superior when stories of his gallantry in action 
became known. 
* """ 


"The Blue Devil of France," as he is known in his own country, prob- 


ably has experienced as many thrills as any man in the French army. 
As commander of a battalion of alpine chasseurs, he led his men in the 
battles of the Marne, Ypres. Dixrnude. Arras and in the Vosges. 
In a. 


gallant action in which his battalion carried "oy assault a position on the 
height of Reichacherkopf. Lieutenant Colonel Fabry lost a leg. M. 
Ilovelaque, speaking of him today said: 
" 'The Blue Devil of France ' is grateful to America for the wooden 


leg he is wearing, but he is not so grateful at the price he had to pay for 
it." Colonel Fabry is <i remarkable man. 
He has been wounded sev- 


eral times and has seen some of the most dreadful things that have oc- 
curred during the war. 
Here is what happened at the Yser: 


"Fabry. in command of about 1.600 men. defended a long line for a 


week against German line after German line that sought to break 
through. 
The earth was soft, so soft, in fact that the only parapet that 


could "stand had to be made out of some other substance. 
He used the 


dead bodies of Germans, and when they decomposed he would discard 
them and would throw out a hook and haul up more for the same pur- 
pose.

"His best friend was killed beside him. 
Because of the nature of the 


earth it was possible to dig down only a foot before striking water. 
He 


buried the man and then tor days lived and fought for France with only 
a foot of earth separating him from the body of .his friend.

and

From 
Enemy 
Positions — Aviators 


Continue to Drop Many Bombs All 
Over the Enemy's Lines. 


Here is the record of a single flight 


of 0110 British airiuuu made Avithiu a 
few dajs. Only the names aud other 
small details which might conceivably 
be useful rto the enemy are left out;- 
otherwise the record is precisely as the 
aviator "wrote it. 


''When our machines were attacking' 


Cambrai I attacked a hostile aviator at 
a height of about T.OOO feet. I saw 
that I liad hit his engine as we closed 
and half looped to one side of Mm. 
Then he dived, with a long trail of blue 
smoke. 
I dived after him to about 


4.000 feet and fired fifty rounds into 
him. 
when he went down absolutely 


put of control. I watched him spin- 
ning down a thousand feet, his trail of 
smoke increasing. 


Attacked by Three. 


"I was immediately attacked by three 


enemy machines, which drove me down 
to a height of only 200 feet. "VTe "were 
firing on one another whenever possi- 
ble. When at last I got into a good 
position I attacked one of them from 
ubove, having another on my right. I 
closed on the latter, turning in on him 
so close that I could actually get a 
sight on the pilot's head. I saw one of 
my bullets strike his head, and the ma- 
chine then simply heeled over and fell 
to the ground. The other two ma- 
chines cleared off. 


"Having lost sight of the other ma- 


chines, I decided to fly home very low, 
about 200 feet. 
A troop of German 


cavalry going east along a small road 
halted and fired at me, and also several 
machine guns opened fire on me. 


"After going west for about five min- 


utes I was again attacked, by an enemy 
single seater. As we approached I 
rocked my machine until he was with- 
in fifty yards. Then I side looped over 
him and fired a short burst at hira. He 
seemed to clear off and then attacked 
me again. These operations were re- 
peated several times with slight varia- 
tions hi the way I looped over him un- 
til within about five minutes of the 
time of crossing the line (flying against 
a strong wind), when he was about 150 
yards behind, I looped over him. ; 


Hits Pilot In Back. 


"Corning out of the loop, I fired a 


] good long burst and saw where ,1 hit 
the pilot in the back just over the edge 
of the cockpit. He immediately dived 
straight to the ground. 


"I thea went over German trenches 


filled with soldiers. I was fired on by 
machine guns, rifles and small field 
guns. There was a lot of artillery firing 
going on, and many of our shells were 
bursting about the German trenches 
somewhere in the vicinity of the Cam- 
brai road. I saw many small compa- 
nies- of infantry and cavalry going east 
along the small roads, but noted no 
convoys or movements of artillery. ' 


"I landed at the first aerodrome I 


saw, for my machine was badly shot 
about.'" 


During the battle, besides the daily 


job of observation of the enemy's guns 
and positions, airmen continually tfy 
far into the enemy's country. In the 
iast few days alone they have dropped 
twenty-seven tons of explosives on. en- 
emy stations, depots and stores and po- 
sitions of all kinds. They have gone 
down close to earth and sprayed the 
German trenches and roads with ma- 
chine guns.

LIQUORS MAY 


BE BANISHED 
IN UNITED STATES 


Washington, April 28.—The war 


may put the manufacture 
of liquor 


under the ban m the United States. 
The question is whether the grain of 
this country shall be used for fooA 
or drink. 
' 


Each barrel of beer produced takes 


nearly two bushels of 
grain 
now 


needed for food purposes. Bach gal- 
lon of wlrsky distilled requires al- 
most one bushel of grain. 


With the world's reserves of food- 


stuffs lower than ever 
before, with 


millions of men on the battle line 
who must be fed but who can pro- 
duce nothing, and with many more 
millions engaged in the 
industrial 


process of war and who must be fed, 
the problem of food conservation is 
the biggest one in the world today. 


Last year 39,748,692 
bushels of 


grain were used in the production of 
distilled spirits alone hi the United 
States. 


But the consumption of grain in 


distilling high proof spirits was con- 
siderably less than one-third of the 
grain used in brewing the 5S.G33,- 
624 barrels of beer we produced last 
year. In round numbers. 130,000,- 
000 bushels of grain worth more 
than $150,000.000. were used in the 
manufacture of alcoholic beverages. 


The whole matter of food conser- 


vation will be brought to 
a 
focus 


with the return from Europe of H. C. 
Hoover, who has been in charge of 
food distribution in 
Belgium, 
but 


who is on his way back to act as 
director of Uncle Sam's food conser- 
vation work. 


At a meeting of the Council of Na- 


tional Defense recently. Hoover de- 
clared that biscuits as much as bul- 
lets would win the war. He said that 
enough grain to save tens of thou- 
sands from hunger could be secured 
by' preventing its use in the man- 
ufacture of alcoholic drinks. 


As a basis to determine the ac- 


tual necessity for such a step, if it 
exists, a grain census has been order- 
ed and is now being taken by the de- 
partment of agriculture. The census, 
altho incomplete, shows reserves of 
all grains to be at low -water mark.
